Outbreak of 'yellow fever at Zacapa. 

August 2, 1905. 

The first information of yellow fever at Zacapa was received in a 
telegram from the general manager of the road to the agent at Barrios, 
notifying him that a strict quarantine had been established against 
Zacapa, as 9 deaths had occurred there from .yellow fever on July 
30, and that by orders of the President of Guatemala all passenger 
traffic had been suspended on the railroad. 

Zacapa is 102 miles from Puerto Barrios on the Guatemala Railroad, 
and the infection was most likely carried from Livingston, Guatemala. 

At present I have no further information regarding the number of 
cases or the condition of Zacapa.
